Arctic Exploration. 

It is a misapprehension to suppose that 
tho chief purpose of Arctic exploration is to 
reacli the N'orth Pole. The North Pole has 
lignrcdin the schemes of scientific explorers 
only as a desirable incident in the carrying 
out of their work. Oeograjdiers talk of the 
North Pole quest pure and simple as an 
unscioutitic and a puerile idea. What ex- 
plorers aro really expected to do is to ad- 
Yiiuce as far as practicable into the unknown 
region to study its geography and make im- 
portaiiig*cieutilic observations. CajDtain 
NareK^imBB years ago, had to l^t '^P 
milc>mhisj[de of the pole. But his fxpcdi- 
tioii wiw'willejj^ji brilliant success, b^teaJrse 
ho entered thrjigreat, frozen scff^'orth of this 
eoiitinent, exjuirfeit'the const 1^«?' for a dis- 
tance of tldrty-!t*'e degrjSes of loljgilude.and 
brought home a grea.t^ iiLass of interesting 
scieiitilic data. TluV'ilead^iig geographers 
assort that .•Vrctit5;.[ixiit(Svab'on is of immense 
value to the world.'-both in itH<^cientitlo and 
in. its commerci.d aivpects. Th\Y say that 
winds, ^^jterjj-strial magnetism, mete- 
orologioal^affil other importaub^ihenomena 
cannot bo.^Jnoroughly investigated ' except 
under mtftty diUcrent conditions of t^^^a- 
tiire and locality. Among many triijjj^bs 
of Arctic researoh they mention the fixing 
of the |)osition of the trui? magnetic pole by 
Koss, the fniiling of the simple means of 
ke(;piiig tho needle pointing to the true 
north in high latitudi>s, the discovery of the 
commercial mineral dryolite, and of tho 
grolit whaling and s(;aling grounds in the 
Sjiitzbergen and North Greenland Seas. 
They assort also, that in spite of the fright- 
ful disasters that have befallen some ox- 
plpriug partiea, the loss of life has been 
small. Abotit 3 per cent, of the Arctic ex- 
jilorers have died in tho course of their work 
--not a large propintion when compared 
^■ifitli the mortality amung African explorers.

R., groat 
activity in inininj^ matters and the enter- 
prise above mentioned will have the ef- 
fect of making business matters lively in 
the eastern part of the province during tho 
incoming summer. 

AN EXK FOR AN EYE. 

Whatever course may be pursued by 
the govornmeiU with reference to tho 
lynching of tho Indian Luie, at Siimas, it 
ia certain that the native tribes in that lo- 
cality do not mean to let the maUer rest. 
They feel', as every right-minded white 
person roust feel, that an (inlrnge upon 
the laws, and through tliem the people 
has been committed. Their blood is up, 
and a revengeful blood it ia when aroused 
and they are determined to eflecta retali- 
ation as fearful as the wrong that has 
be^n indicted. Kevengei whatever pur- 
ists 'may say to the doAtr'ary, ii sweet to 
all; but to none more so than the Indian 
with whom it fnrma a part of his religion. 
Mr. McTiernan, the local Indian agent, 
has vi.sited tho various tribes in the Chil- 
liwhack district, and found them greatly 
disturbed over the pccurriance. They 
were thoroughly aroused and hadiheld a 
two day's council; their numben all the 
time increasing by tho arrivals from all 
parts. They nniintain tlie entire inno- 
cence of Luie and impute tlio crime to a 
telegraph repairer on the other aide of the 
lino, who, they say, was seen ahortly bo- 
fore the discovery of the murder, gallop- 
ing from the direction of Bill's house. 
They also aver that horse-ahoe prints were 
noticed around the murdered man's house 
and that the repairer alluded to, was tlie 
only man who rude a shod horac in the 
vicinity. Whether these statements are 
natrated by= 'facts remains to bo seen, 
and are for the moment beside tho 
ijuestion, whicli resolves itself into tlio 
beat way to culm the uTought-up feelings 
of the tribes. With minds tired with the 
thought of bitter injury they determined 
to cros^ithe, border, • and hung the first 
■white man they met. This, in the blind- 
nessoftheir vindictive feelings, they would 
undoubtedly have tloiio, had it not been 
for tiie advice and entreaties of Mr. Mc- 
Tiernan, to whoso good counsel they de- 
ferred and agreed for the present to sus- 
pend any violent action, until it shall bo 
seen what has been done by the proper 
aathorities. Mr. iMoTiernan ia expected 
down here on Monday to lay the matter 
before Dr. Powell, Indian Uommisaioner. 
Should tho Indians, failing to Hecure 
vigorous action by tlie Government in 
further investigating the afl'air, carry out 
their threat and. hang tho Drst man they 
meet across the border, it will indeed be 
a fearful sequel to the act of the coward- 
ly lynchers, and another link in the mur- 
derous chain whoso forgoing does not yet 
seem to have been completed. However 
indiscriminate such a killing by the In- 
dians might be, the victim who was un- 
fortunate enough to be the first to meet 
the band might not be tho only innocent 
man whose blood was shed as an atone- 
ment; for the lynchers in their prejudiced 
murder took as little pains to ascertain 
the guilt of their victim as tho Indians 
propose to do; for Liuo was. taken from 
the hands of justice by presumably law 
abiding men and hanged before he was 
tried. By this murder the Indian's exe- 
cutioners denied him tho riglit wliioh they 
would themselves be tho first to claim, 
should it ever fall to their lot to be placed 
ih a similar position — a not by any means 
improbable assumption. How piteuusly 
then wojildf they, beg of their inexorable 
captors to shoW them juslibe — not mercy 
whicli they had denied another in refusing 
the right to a fair and impartial trial. 

The hanging of Luie was the first in- 
stance of lynching; and swift vengeance 
should follow tho flagJant defiance shown 
to the law by the cowardly deed. Its 
only hoped-for redeeming feature was des- 
troyed by tho qualified verdict of the jury, 
who sat at the inqueac, that the Indian 
was done to death by a party of men 
"supposed" so be from the American side. 
The evidence given appeared dear enough, 
but it seemed forsooth as though the jury 
wished their countrymen to claim the in- 
glorious credit, of having siiared in the 
murder. They may liave had good 
tirounds; however, for so framing their 
decision. 

Acts of violence, if allowed to pass un- 
noticed, but encourage their repetition; 
and the' pressing need to suppress the 
vendetta that it seems is being inaugur- 
ated, is the Gist desideratum. How this 
will be done remains to be seen, but what- 
ever action in taken, it is very certain 
that, to be efi'ectual, promptneBa will have 
to be its chief oharacteristic.

To TUK ElUTou. — At tho special meet- 
ing of the city council on Monday evening 
last convened "to take into consideration 
•the action of the Dominion Government 
in respect to tho liquor license question" 
sentiments were uttered by Councillors 
Gowen, Wrigleaworth and Boyd which 
call for a few words of comment. 

It is not true, as afErmed by Councillor 
Gowen, that the law in question ia "dia- 
metrically opposed to the wishes of the 
people of tho province," or that if carried 
out "it would work a great injustice to 
the people of this city." It is said there 
are over sixty places in Victoria where 
intoxicating liquors are retailed to cus- 
tomers by the glass. These establishments 
aro permitted to ply their demoralizing 
and deadly calling day and night, includ- 
ing the Lord's holy day, without lot or 
hindrance by the public or anyone else. 
And as an adjunct to the liquor tratliu 
gambliuit Is open.ly carried on day and 
night, therby entailing bitter sorrow and 
domestic misery in many a once peaceful 
home, besides culturing actires of our 
young men in the twin habits of drunkon- 
ness and gambling. No one knows this 
bettor than Mr. Chas. Gowen, who, as a 
brewer, has a direct personal interest in 
the protection of the liquor trade. What 
does he care for the consequence of the 
traffic if he can but sell his beer 7 To 
curtail tho drink business means to cur- 
tail his profits, and this is the secret of 
his sympathy for "the people of this city" 
in view of tho"great injustice" that would 
be wrought by a restriction in respect tu 
theSttlimber of licensed liquor shops. 

Coun. Wriglesworth is'-a retail liquor 
dealer and consequently personally interos 
ted, who was opposed toany attempt tomit- 
igate tho evil on tho ground that it would 
impair the revenue of the city. If the 
new law is "an infringement of the pow- 
ers given this province by the B. N. A. 
Act" that vjpl no doubt be demonsti^ted 
in due time 'without'- tho interference of 
the city council of Victoria. 

.Fohn Boyd, another li<iuor dealer, 
loudly protested against tho action of the 
Dominion government. Tho act had 
been passed "without conaulting the feel- 
ing of the country," and ho felt dreadfully 
hurt about it. "Men who had invested 
money would be seriously injured," and 
he thought "some provision for compen- 
sation sliould have been made." "It was 
unjust to suddenly snatch tho bread out 
of tho mouths of the children of fathers 
who had invested in the liquor business." 
If these men were driven out of their 
business what would they do? Mr. Boyd 
looks at the matter with the jaundiced 
eye of a liquor-seller. Ho can see only 
one side of tho question. Possibly a few 
men in the trade may be injured by tho 
sudden stoppage of their business; but if 
ten times the number of people bo bene- 
fitted thereby, as undoubtedly they will, 
then let tho principle of the "greatest good 
to the greatest number" have free course 
and be acted upon. Of course, Mr. Boyd 
sympathizes greatly with those children 
whose fathers will have suddenly been 
deprived of tho means of earning their 
bread, and feelingly asks ^'what will they 
do!" Why, let them turn their attention 
to some honest and useful calling, by 
which they can provide for the wants of 
their families without taking the bread 
out of the mouths and the clothes off 
the backs of their neighbors' children to 
do so. 

As for the question of loss of revenue 
to the city, which amounted last year to 
§12,620, it will be found to be more im- 
aginary than real. What does that §12,- 
520 revenue represent? A police force 
costing the city annually $11,725; keep of 
say 50 prisoners the year round at a coat 
of not leas than 75 cents per day each, 
l?13,l>87.60; the loss of the productive in- 
dustry of those 50 men, at say $1.50 
per day, §27,382.50. Add to the 
above the time of si.xty rum- 
sellers, non-producers living on the earnings 
of other people, whoso time ought to lie 
worth to the state, say $2 per day, if en- 
gaged in any useful calling, $!-t3,sno. It 
may be said in reply to the foregoing lignrcs 
that a police force would be necessary if 
there were no liquor dealers, and that there 
would also be prisoners to keep. Well, ad- 
mit this- to be so. Carefully compiled 
statistics, both in England and America, 
based upon annual ollicial ri;tunis, show 
that three-fotirths of all crime is dinn'tly at- 
tributablo to alcoholic indulgence, and that 
the maintenance of police, gaols, etc., 
might safely be reduced three-fourths, were 
it not for the liquor traffic. Let us then 
redace the figures to make tho account more 
accurate:

To Tiiii EiJiTOK.— My attention has 
boon called to an article in the Standard 
criticising tho Indian reserve commission- 
er, and stating that some of its land as- 
signments have not been confirmed by 
tho government. As my colleagues — 
Measrs, Anderson and McKinle^ — may 
not see tho article soon, it may, perhaps, 
be as well for mo to notice it. It i.s char- 
acteriatic of Mr. Smith, or tho anonymous 
blockhead to whom he leases his type for 
slander, that he does not know what 
everybody also knows, namely, that the 
assignments of the commissioner did not 
require the confirmation of the. govern- 
ment, but were valid when made on the 
spot. The ground of objection by the 
province, now, to some of the reserves, is 
that they are not utilized, and are, there- 
fore, presumably, not required. Whether 
this non-utilization of tlie reserves is due 
to tho commissioner's aasignmenta having 
been excessive, or to siib.sequent ill-aiio- 
cess in managing Indian affaits, is a ques 
tion which, in my retirement from public 
life, I do not care to discuss, as I take no 
interest in such matters. The reasons for 
the commissioner's action are in each case 
stated in the records. Mr. S. appears to 
think that the commissions are to blame; 
but I doubt if ho quite understands the 
subject. It probably would be useless to 
point out to him that by such a lino of 
argument he, while professing to defend 
the local Indian department is, in reality, 
shutting its mouth against action by the 
province to recover portions of land loft 
waste. Such are the inconsistencies of a 
silly writer who cannot see beyond his 
nose. Of course, the Indian department, 
both hero and at Ottawa, will defend the 
asiignmenti of the reiervtt commission. 



The province, for its part, will say, "we 
decline at present to review the commis- 
sioners' reasons. What have you to say 
to the fact that after many years, portions 
of land are not used?" In this way tho 
points of the case will bo brought out, nd 
the result may not i)lea3o the blockhead 
of tho Standard, though I suppose if he 
gets pay for the u.^e of half a column at 
his usual slander rates, he willcare nothing 
more about the matter.

In Paris there is much uneasiness in 
diplnuial.ic circles by official information 
from Berlin to the ollect that sudden and 
extraordinary activity has developed in 
the ( ierman ouvy. THej Iiupehal admir- 
alty has just issued afi order commanding 
tlie immediate doubling of the number of 
( iernian marines and sailors. A number 
of sub marine batteries on a most exten- 
sive scale have been ordered by the Ger- 
man government. Steps have been taken 
to establish on a permanent basis a Ger- 
man commercial station in West Africa.

Supt. Bloomfield had no objections to 
the offer. 

His worship said tho magistrates had 
only power to gront tho transfer up to tho 
1st day of May, and it was granted ac- 
cordingly. 

The court then adjourned subject to the 
call of the mayor.

A deputation nf the city council, consist- 
ing of the Mayor and Councillors NVrigles- 
worth, Oowen, Porter, McKillicari and 
Boyd waited yeaterilay upon the attornoy- 
gonoral. 

'I'he mayor explained the object of the 
deputation waa that embraced in tho reso- 
lution uf the council, viz., to find out 
what could be done in regard to'the new 
Licensing Act curtailing the number of 
liceiisus and what action the government 
intended to take. 

Councillor Boyd thought it was tho 
duty of thu government to protect the li- 
quor dealers and to resist the Dominion 
Government controlling the licenses. 

Councillor Wri(;lesworth adverted to 
the action of tho Ontario government and 
would liku to know if this governmunt 
would adopt a similar cour.so. 

Thu attorney-general said it would bu 
out of place for him now lu diacuss tho 
policy of such legislation aa that contained 
in tho Dumiition A.cl of 1883, There were 
many who cutiaidered legislation in shoh 'a 
direction to bo highly necessary ; Without 
expressing any views as to that point thoro 
waa a principle involved which could not 
bo overlooked. Tho serious queation 
arising waa whether tho Dominion parlia- 
ment or the provincial legislatures had thu 
right to regulate the liquor traffic. The 
former insit>ted that' it had tho right, while 
tho provincca gonoraliy, so far as ho 
could loarn, claimed the jurisdiction to 
bu exclusively their own. I'liia contlict of 
opinion would, undoubtedly, only be set- 
tled by a roferonoo of it to the jut^cial 
committeo of tho privy'jjpnnoil.._ Already 
tho province of Ontario, as mentioned by 
Mr. Wrigleswurth, had taken a'~Bl'and in 
tho inatter,aiid in tho press of the eaatorn 
provinces tho question was being diacussed 
from both pnints of view ao vigoroiiBly 
that it could not bu lung before the tribu- 
nal of laat resort would aettlo the dispute. 
Ue thought British Columbia could well 
atford to wait for that decision. In the 
meantime the operation of tho Act in 
its present ahape was simply impraotica- 
blu m Britisti Columbia. No lioonao could 
be granted under it. Section 9 prescribed 
that the licensing board should meet in 
February, 1884, for the purpoaoiOf limiting 
and declaring tho number of licenses. 
Section 10 provided that tho board should 
moot sometune in the month of March to 
consider applic.itiona ; and section 
enacted that a petition for a 
license should bo tiled ; with the 
Chief Inspector of the District, on or be- 
fore the Drat day of March. No meeting 
of the Board had boon held; no Inspector 
had boon appointotl; no ai>plicationa 
oould therefor be made, and the time limit 
for making them had expired. Section 
29 also provided that the Board should 
ascertain that the requirements of the Act 
as to tho petition of the applicant had 
been oompliod with and if not the appli- 
cation was not to be entertained. Addi- 
tional legislation would be necessary if 
it were attempted to enforce the Aot in 
Biitidh Cidumbia this year. Assuming 
such legislation and an Attempt to enforce 
the Act here, a test case would arise 
a practical way of , dealing ;with which 
would bo tu postpone decision upon it, 
ponding tho judgment nf tho Privy Coun- 
oil, which almost to a certainty would be 
invoked by tho Eastern Provinces. It 
would not be likely that an attempt 
would bo made to deal at once with every 
case in liritish Columbia arising under 
the Statute. Such a course would poaaosa 
no utility, while tho constitutionality of 
the .-Vet was .iiili jtiilir,'. If, notwith 
standing aa appeal lo tho Privy Council 
from tho Eastern Provinces, tho Dominion 
insisted upon enforcing the Act here, it 
would then be in order for the Provincial 
Government to conaider tho advisability 
of assisting tho defer. dant in aome one 
proper case in endeavouring to catubliah 
the proposition that the rogulatlou uf the 
liquor traffic rests exclusively with the 
Province. It would also be likely that this 
Government would-oommunicate with that 
Province which first took an appeal, stating, 
that Briti.sh Columbia alao contondod that 
tho Dominion Aot was unconstitutional 
— but to this thu .-Vtlornoy tiuiioral aaid ho 
could not at prcsont pledge himself. 

In answer to other questions put by the 
Councillors the Attoriioy General said no, 
communication had been recei'/ed from 
the Oominion Government as to tho oper- 
ation of tho .-Vet in British Columbia. 
That Provincial liconaos could bo issued 
heretofore I but if the Dominion 
Act were valid and its provisions 
adapted to British Columbia it would 
•otider Provincial licenaea nugatory. 

After uxprejaing their satisfaction with 
the interview and thanking tho .Attorney 
Ooneral the deputation withdrew. 

FiiEliiUT. — Tho steamer Gipsy came in 
Friday night from tho Sound with a 
heavy load of Canadian through freight, 
mainly consisting of hardware, buggy 
gear, nails, paper, canned goods, tobacco, 
butter, soap, atarch, dry goods, Ac,, 
which the ateamer Geo. E. Starr had been 
unable to bring, Such a large quantity 
of goods of Canadian manufacture, arriv- 
ing at''oh£ time^'is' a tolerably -reliable in- ^ 
dication that our eastern manufacturers 
are incre;iaing Ihoir powers of production, 
aud becoming bettor able to cope with 
the Ai!iorican market.

Tibbey— Question, — Are you Billy 
Harper's partner 1 Answer — Yea; I waa 
in partnership with my brother; we had 
sheep; one, year ago last summer I put 
wool into Mr. Howse's hands; all thu sum 
of §50 was duo Howae; there waa §'27.50 
duo to Wardlo at IJopo; I was present 
when my brother got tlie !?50 in goods 
from Mr. Howso; Uowse told Billy, "I 
will take your wool below and sell it;" 
Uuwae on return from Victoria said to 
my brother and I that he received §lll0 
for the wool: we had a settlement; Howse 
said there was 877.50 against him (or us);

Tho shoep brought down here wore 
brought beforo going to Penticton and 
were driven by me and Billy's squaw; 100 
d iys was tho time Billy was in camp after 
returning from the ferry; Billy did not 
work for PiktfToD.-hiB return from Cook's 
Ferry after the assault; I did not work 
for Pike last fall; there was no i>eraon 
with mo and Billy's 3(iuaw whoti we 
brought tho sheep; no persona but tho 
aquaw and I drove tho sheep down. Be- 
fore he had the light with Howse he was 
never sickj he never took medicine before 
the fight with Howse; his face was 
bruised under tho eyes and on tho right 
temple (size of bruize on toniplu, marked 
by witness on paper).

Hops — The market is without special 
feature. A small lot of prime Oregon 
hops was reported sold yesterday, at 20 
cents, -and a lot of ton bales of choice for 
brewing purposes at 24 cents per pound.

Adfelhide IVcilson's tovc. 

, The. death London on INIonday of 
Hear ik^miral penrv Carr Glyn, the 
iiWr of George GrenfeU Glyn, Lord 
"Wolverton, recalls some episodes in the 
life of the famous uclress, Adelaide 
Neilson, say« tlw "Lounger oh the 
Avenue," in the Washington Ileruld. 
While.Neilson was. a bar- maid, and 
lon^' before her ,career aa^ an actress 
cqmrneiicedi s|iebecanie acquainted witli 
'i^ .handsome and dashing young officer 
in the royal navy. She waa extremely 
pretty, and the lieutonant was much 
struck by her beauty and clevernesH, 
which w^s far beyond that of the aver- 
age BritiBli' bar-maid. She confided to 
Jbier .lieuijer^ant that she desired above 
^}l-,tbings to go upon thostage, but how 
■was she over to get tlierel Ho took it 
under consideration, and after some in- 
quiry found a theatrical manager who 
was willing, to oblige the heir of Lonl 
Wolverton, to take her on trial' The 
girl appreciated this, and entered upon 
her new .career with all the zeal and 
earnestness of her nature. She soon 
became the leading lady of the tl-.catro, 
the Gaiety of Loudon, 1 believe, where 
she had begun so humbly. 1 need not 
■svrfte more of her history, for ,phe )vas 
one of the greatest actresses over on 
the English stuge. Of the relations be- 
t.ween her and the late Admiral Carr- 
Glyn I need not say more than that 
several vi.'ars before his tleath heolTercd 
to legalize them by marriage, even 
t hough the Prince of Wales and others 
high in power told him that iiis social 
career would bo over if he took this 
step. To show how great was the pros- 
sure against him J need only say that 
his'only sister wont to r^oilson, told her 
ihatjher marriagc^to C'arr-Glyn would bo 
his social and professional ruin,, and 
begged her, if slio really had love for 
him which she professed, not to blot 
him forever before the world. It was an 
act of heroic courage, but Adelaide 
Neilson did not shrink from what she 
believed to her duty. She sent for her 
lover, and, with streaming eycK, told, 
him that highest ambition had been 
to make beraelf > worthy to be his wife; 
that he had helped her from the gutter 
almost, to the proudest position on the 
English stage; tiiat she had tried — God 
knew how hardl — To atone for all the 
past; th!^t she had sinned, pe5-ha[)s, more 
in ignorance thanior sin's sake; but 
that shei had al Vays been true tp him, 
as slie had a soul to be saved! She then 
told him 'of' his sister's visit, and, for 
his sake, she had determined to give 
up .Vvhat would have been her life's 
crowning glory; that to bo Lady Carr- 
Glyn she -would not ruin the life that 
had elevatied hers to a piaue where she 
would live irt history aB the first ac- 
tress of her day. Carr-Glyn was a gal- 
lant and good follow, with a generous 
man's heart in his., breast. lie tohl hor 
that the step he proposed was the only 
condonation of liisoilence that he could 
offer, and it was her due, and that he 
cared not a penny for the opinion of 
the whole world, the Prince of Wales 
and the rest of them; that he was doing 
what he tiiougltt was right, without re- 
gard to the opinions of any , sot or fac- 
tion in the world. But she was not to 
be shaken from licr determination, and 
they parted, and the illicit relations 
were neVer renewed; for, as he said, he 
respefited her too much to be instru- 
mental in the degradation of a woman 
who had a heart and soul like hers. 
When on that fateful day in Paris she 
died, •because hor physician did not 
possess the commonest sense of his 
profession, in h6r agony she sent for 
the lover of lier yoiith. , Before lie could 
get tp.lfer, though W.|went as quickly 
as the wind and steam would bear him, 
she had gone through that gate that 
must open to all alike, sinners and 
saints, and through which none can 
can ever come back. Carr-Glyn found 
Neilsqn's body at the moregue in Paris, 
for of all those who had flattered her 
liyiDig, there was none todo the last piti- 
ful charities to her poor, dead dust. He 
was furious at this, and had her taken 
to England and buried where her moth- 
er wished her to lie. Her mother told 
me as well as she could through her 
sobs that every year, on the anniversary 
of Adelaides death he had comedown 
to lay a wreath of costly (lowers on the 
grave of the woman who had loved him 
so unselfishly, and that far into the 
night he might be seen silting with 
bowed head beside her grave. Well, 
they have both gone tjcforo that .ludge 
whose justice and mercy are free. In 
her coiii^age asja wptuan. Neilson was 
greater: than in her highest success as an 
actress. And when the books are open- 
ed and the final accounts of all are set- 
tled at the last day, I believe, in her 
unselfish forgetfulness of her own tri- 
umph before the world, and remember- 
ing only W),^ i^an \yho >yas willing to 
give up so much for her sake, that the 
soul of the acti-ess will be crowned with 
a diadem brighter far than that of many 
who have died in the odor of sancitity, 
and that there will l)c few crowns 
brighter around the Throne Eternal 
than that of Magdalen the Saint.
